telligence and wiſdom of the internal 


man, according to Divine order, to 


acknowledge and to appropriate every 
perception flowing from celeſtial

17. But the perception of know- 
ledges and ſciences derived from ſenſe ' 
and the world, was forbidden to be ap- 
propriated, becauſe thereby would be 
induced a full {tate of ſpiritual death.

of the internal, by reaſon of propriety, 
could no longer perceive that the inter- 
nal man was diſtin from the external;

24. Therefore it was granted the 


wiſdom and intelligence of the inter- 
nal man, to deſcend from its primary 
ſtate of good, deſiring conjuction with 


the external, and to be united together 


in one propriety. 

25. And they were both in inno- 
cence, the internal and the external ; 
neither as yet had Oy into ultimate
